banker and who is more or less in the 
same circle and if you approach him discreetly, not 
in a, you know, a too aggressive manner...

Clay ^aw was being brought to trial by Jim Garrison, At these conferences, 
he said, it was determined to "give help in the trial." "I sxtre as Hell 
know they didn't mean Garrison,” 

Marchettl ; "I used to atteftd , among other things, the directors morning 
meeting, his morning s^aff meeting. This was Richard Helms at the 
time and he held a meetisg every morning at 9 which was attended 
by IS or Ih of his leading Deputies plus 3 or 4 staffers - the 
executive assistants to the number one, two and three men in the 
Agency and also the Press Officer. I often used to take the minutes 
of this meeting which are a joke because things would be left 

out or written in a vague fashion so they were meaningless. But 
during the Clay Shaw Trial I remember the Director on several 
occasions asking questions like, you know, 'Are we giving them all 
the help they need?' I didn't know who they or them were, I knew 
they didn't like Garrison because there were a lot of snotty remarks 
passed about him.

It la evident, that the "international Trade Center" was busv 
with more Important things, than with the simple commercial

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" The Italian presa remarked, that th^^oman- Center'^ was only 
a branch of Switzerland's organisation ’’Permldex'* , which the 
Swiss press has openly accused of “crimlml activity" and de- 
manded a government Investigation on Its activities* 

In particular "Permidex" financed 0-A.*3* groups In France* 

A reouest by Swiss deputies to the government concerning their 
activity still remains unanswered-
